Lincoln's  First  Political  Address 


In  1832,  while  a  resident  of  New  Salem,  Menard  County,  Illinois,  Lincoln  was  induced  to  become  one 
of  the  candidates  of  the  Whig  party  for  the  State  legislature.  His  first  political  address  was  brief,  but 
pointed.     It  was  as  follows : 

"Gentlemen,  Fellow  Citizens:  I  presume  you  know  who  I  am.  I  am  humble 
Abraham  Lincoln.  I  have  been  sohcited  by  my  friends  to  become  a  candidate  for  the 
legislature.  My  politics  can  be  briefly  stated.  I  am  in  favor  of  the  internal  improve- 
ment system,  and  a  high  protective  tariff.  These  are  my  sentiments  and  political 
principles.     If  elected,  I  shall  be  thankful;  if  not,  it  will  be  all  the  same." 


Lincoln  was  defeated  in  the  election  of  1832,  but  in  1834  he  was  elected,  and  was  continued  a  mem- 
■  until  he  declined  to  serve  any  longer,  being  desirous  of  devoting  his  whole  time  to  the  practice  of  law.

LINCOLN  GENEALOGY 


Abraham  Lincoln,  sixteenth  president  of  the  United  States,  was  of  English  descent.  The  first 
representative  of  the  family  in  America  was  Samuel  Lincoln,  who  came  from  Norfolk,  England,  in  1637, 
locating  at  Hingham,  Massachusetts.  He  was  born  in  1620.  His  fourth  son  was  Mordecai  Lincoln,  born 
in  1667.  Mordecai's  eldest  son  was  Mordecai,  born  in  1686.  The  latter's  eldest  son  was  John  Lincoln, 
born  in  1725,  in  Pennsylvania.  In  1758  John  Lincoln  migi-ated  to  Vu-ginia.  His  third  son  was  Abraham 
Lincoln,  grandfather  of  the  president.  His  thu-d  son  was  Thomas  Lincoln,  born  in  1778  in  Virginia.  On 
June  12th,  1806,  Thomas  Lincoln  and  Nancy  Hanks  were  married  in  Washington  County,  Kentucky. 
The  ceremony  was  solemnized  by  the  Reverend  Jesse  Head,  a  pastor  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
and  his  certificate  of  maniage  is  a  part  of  the  records  of  Washington  County.  Their  fii'st  son  was  Abraham 
Lincoln,  president.  Abraham  Lincoln  and  Mary  Todd  were  married  at  Springfield,  Illinois,  November 
4th,  1842.  Three  sons  were  born  to  them,  Robert  T.  Lincoln,  Captain  in  the  Union  Ai-my,  Secretary  of 
War  in  the  cabinets  of  Presidents  Garfield  and  Arthur,  and  Minister  to  England  during  the  administi-ation 
of  President  Hai-rison,  being  the  only  survivor.

Lincoln's  Gettysburg  Address 

On  November  19th,  1863,  a  portion  ot  the  battlefield  ot  Gettysburg  was  dedicated  as  a  national 
burying  ground  for  the  loyal  soldiers  who  had  fallen  in  that  great  engagement.  President  Lincoln  and 
members  of  his  cabinet  attended  the  dedication.  The  formal  address  of  the  occasion  was  made  by  Hon. 
Edward  Everett,  of  Massachusetts.  President  Lincoln  spoke  briefly,  but  his  remarks,  which  were  as 
follows,  will  live  as  long  as  the  English  language  is  spoken: 

Foiu-seore  and  seven  years  ago  our  fathers  brought  forth  upon  this  continent  a 
new  nation,  conceived  in  liberty,  and  dedicated  to  the  proposition  that  all  men  are 
created  equal.  Now  we  are  engaged  in  a  gi'eat  civil  war,  testing  whether  that  nation, 
or  any  nation  so  conceived  and  so  dedicated,  can  long  endure.  We  are  met  on  a  great 
battlefield  of  that  war.  We  have  come  to  dedicate  a  portion  of  that  field  as  a  final 
resting  place  for  those  who  here  gave  their  lives  that  that  nation  might  live.  It  is 
altogether  fitting  and  proper  that  we  should  do  this.  But  in  a  larger  sense  we  cannot 
dedicate,  we  cannot  consecrate,  we  cannot  hallow  this  gi'ound.  The  brave  men,  livmg 
and  dead,  who  struggled  here,  have  consecrated  it  far  above  our  power  to  add  or  detract. 
The  world  will  Httle  note,  nor  long  remember,  what  we  say  here,  but  it  can  never 
forget  what  they  did  here.  It  is  for  us,  the  living,  rather  to  be  dedicated  here  to  the 
unfinished  work  which  they  who  fought  here  have  thus  far  so  nobly  advanced.  It  is 
rather  for  us  to  be  here  dedicated  to  the  great  task  remaining  before  us,  that  from  these 
honored  dead  we  take  increased  devotion  to  that  cause  for  which  they  gave  the  last  full 
measure  of  devotion ;  that  we  here  highly  resolve  that  these  dead  shall  not  have  died  in 
vain;  that  this  nation,  under  God,  shall  have  a  new  birth  of  freedom,  and  that  govern- 
ment of  the  people,  by  the  people,  and  for  the  people,  shall  not  perish  from  the  earth.

Washington,  D.  C,  November  21st,  1864. 
Deab  Madam: 

I  have  .been  shown  on  the  file  of  the  War  Department  a  statement  o£  the  Adjutant-General  of 
Massachusetts,  that  you  are  the  mother  of  five  sons  who  have  died  gloriously  on  the  field  of  battle.  I 
feel  how  weak  and  fruitless  must  be  any  word  of  mine  which  should  attempt  to  beguile  you  from  the 
grief  of  a  loss  so  overwhelming;  but  I  cannot  refrain  from  tendering  to  you  the  consolation  that 
may  be  found  in  the  thanks  of  the  republic  they  died  to  save.  I  pray  that  om-  Heavenly  Father  may 
assuage  the  anguish  of  your  bereavements,  and  leave  only  the  cherished  memory  of  the  loved  and  the 
lost,  and  the  solemn  pride  that  must  be  yours  to  have  laid  so  costly  a  sacrifice  upon  the  altar  of  freedom.

1637 — Ancestor  arrived  at  Hingham,  Massachusetts,  from  England. 

1806— Thomas  Lincoln  and  Nancy  Hanks  were  married,  Jnne  12th,  in  Washington  County,  Kentucky. 

1809— Abraham  bom  February  12th,  in  Haj-din  (now  Larae)  County,  Kentucky. 

1816— Family  removed  to  Indiana.     This  year  Indiana  was  admitted  to  the  Union. 

1818— Death  of  Abraham's  mother,  Nancy  (Hanks)  Lincoln,  October  5th. 

1819 — Thomas  Lincoln  married  Sarah  Bush  Johnston,  December  2d,  at  Elizabethtown,  Kentucky. 

1830 — Lincoln  family  removed  to  Macon  County,  Illinois- 

1831— Abraham  became  a  resident  of  New  Salem,  Illinois. 

1832— Elected  a  Captain  in  the  Black  Hawk  War. 

1833 — Appointed  postmaster  at  New  Salem  by  President  Jackson. 

1834 — Abraham  became  a  surveyor.     Elected  to  State  Legislature.     Began  studying  law. 

1836— Re-elected  to  the  Legislature. 

1837~Licensed  to  practice  law.     Removed  to  Springfield,  Illinois,  April  15th. 

1838- Third  election  to  the  Legislature. 

1840 — Presidential  elector  on  the  Harrison  ( Whig)  ticket.     Fourth  election  to  the  Legislature. 

1842— Married  Maiy  Todd,  November  4th.     Controversy  with  General  Shields. 

1843— Robert  Todd  Lincoln  born.  August  1st. 

1846 — Elected  to  Congress.     Edward  Baker  Lincoln  born,  March  10th. 

1848- Delegate  to  National  Convention  of  the  Whig  Party  at  Philadelphia. 

1850— William  Wallace  Lincoln  born,  December  2d. 

1851— Thomas  Lincoln,  father  of  Abraham,  died  January  15th. 

1853— Thomas  (Tad)  Lincoln  born,  AprU  4th. 

1856— Assisted  in  the  organization  of  the  Republican  party. 

1858— Worsted  Douglas  in  a  series  of  seven  joint  debates. 

1859— Assisted  in  the  State  campaigns  in  Ohio  and  Kansas. 

1860— Delivered  famous  Cooper  Institute  speech,  February  27th.     Nominated  and  elected  to  the  presidency. 

1861— Left  Springfield  for  Washington,  D.  C,  February  11th.     Arrived  in  Washington,  February  23d.     Inaugurated 

President,  March  4th. 
1863— Issued  emancipation  proclamation,  Januai-y  1st.     Slavery  abolished  in   the   District  of  Columbia,   March  6th. 

Delivered  Gettysburg  address  November  19th. 
1864— Re-eleoted  President,  receiving  212  electoral  vot«s.  against  21  for  McClellan.  ,    .     ., 

1865— Visited  the   Confederate  Capital,  Richmond,  Va,     Inaugurated  President  for  second  term.     Assassinated  April 

^  14th.     Died  April  15th.     Remains  interred  at  Oak  Ridge  Cemetery,  Springfield,  Ulinois,  May  4th. 

1876— Conspiracy  to  steal  the  remains  of  the  martyred  President  frustrated,  November  7th. 
1882— Death  of  Mary  Todd  Lincoln,  July  16th. 
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
